Before Shooting to Boost Success

~~mlts~thla-Tear--cannot-try aRola 
in lOftJ no, matter what their 
success mny be. Their odds arc 
'about 7-10 of bagglnK pronehorn, 
according to the averages. This 
compares to deer hunter anccasa 
ot 50-GO per cent In many areas, 
and 2S-30 per cent on elk. 

Some antelope hunters, then, 
COD expect to break camp and 
head for . home empty-handed. 
They wUI hare camped oat a bit, 
roughed It up, seen a lltUc coun- 
try, gotten the cobwebs out of 
their stomach!. But there will be 
no head for the taxidermist, no 
same meat for the locker, noth- 
lasto brag about to their friends. 

Yet every season there are 
several antelope left behind as 
carrion because the hunters who 
. shot the animals ucm unable to 
Jind them. 
One reason Is that few game 
. uilmals ot aunllar size, about 
balf as bfg as deer, can withstand 
vital hits so well as antelope, 
^r example, a pronghom shot 
throush Uie heart with a slug 
carrying . at least 1,700 foot- 
Dounds muzzle energy Is known 
' to hare sped away in lull flight 
to die a half-mile or lio distant 
H-hl)e still on lees that appeared 
steady. 



Injured and downed onhnals 
sometimes are salvaged by other 
hunters, but without proper cnre 
on the spot, meat soon apolU. 

Conservation officers rcmlntl 
hunters to watch antelope and 
other gamc cnretuUy alter fir- 
ing at them. The absence of 
blood docs not mean a mix. 
Sometimes the bicedlns Is Inter- 
nal. ARnm It may not start until 
the animal bounds 20 or 30 yards 
away. Examine the ground earc- 
fuity not only for blood but for 
hair, which almost always Is 
lost from the' point of Ijnpnct. 

Animal rottcilon to— a-lshot 
sometimes Is the best way to 
learn where It has been nir. 
-Erobabty_it's_ ft shot If he 

■hunr-hp. lip It Kb ^inni^jnto the 

air, It^ low. or posalbly onlyTios 
thrown gravel hard enough to 
sting. If the animal talis, then 
Jumps up and runs, the shot 
merely may have struck a horn. 
In the case of antelope, or Just 
creased the slcull. 

crippling losses and delayed 
death to game animals, eipednl- 
ly "pronghorns, can be rrcduced 
t>cst by stalking and avoiding 
shots over 200 yards because hits 
from ffreatec distances oro not 
likely to be vital. Allowing hunt- 
ers Just one shot per season at 
antelope in Wyoming, and ruling 
out the use of telescopic sights 
on thLi species In Oregon several 
years ago were nttcmpU 
game mnnogemcnt' - people 
bring hunter.i and pronshorru 
closer together. 

Naturally trophy hunters pre- 
fer buck antelope, although does 
groic horns of smaller size, and 
they must stalk to get close 
cnoUAh to see sex differences as 
follows:* Pronghom buck ears 
commonlj' turn sharply Inward, 
doe cars do, not; buck face Is 
covered with a block mask up- 
ward to horns, doc's nose Is black 
but not face; buck carrlct black 
neck patch, visible at long dis- 



tances, doe has no^uch mork; 
buck runs with horns foreword, 
nose down, doe holds head at dif- 
ferent angle, pointing longer, 
thinner muzzle straight ahead. 

Animals too far away for hunt- 
ers to tell sex oiler wasteful 
tnrgcLS. The best trophy animals, 
large mature bucks, seldom are 
found with an antelope herd. 
They are more solitary except 
during the rutting season, and 
not always even near water. 

Trophy hunters rarely shoot at 
speeding pronghorns because 
running animate may fall and 
break their horns or knock off 
groat patches of hnlr,^ - 

Of course, antelope ore not, 
really antelope In this c6untry. 
This point _wa3_hlghllEhted_In a 
■ g a m»-law^eiilQEceniiuiC££yiEjhnt 
already la a classic In Nevada. 
The 10S7 cose for killing antelope 
In a closed area was a Jury trial 
before a Justice of the peace. 
Found guilty and sentenced to 
3D days In Jatl and lined S500, 
defendant appealed to the dis. 
trict court. 

The defense attorney's con- 
tention that antilflope are not 
antelope in this country has ni 
basis In biological fact. The North' 
American antelope is not'a trbej 
antelope as biologically classi- 
fied and defined. True antelope 
exist only In the old world and. 
as a family, represent a large 
variety of animals found mostly 
in Africa. 
True antelope are such animals. 
I greater and lesser kudus,! 
elands, wlldbeasts or gnus and 
gazelles. Probably the nearest 
relative to this family In the 
worm Is the mountain goac

America's antelope, biologically 
known as "antUocapra amcrl- 
cann," falls Into a family ot Its 
vn. 

Tills technicality might have 
had far-rcnchlng ettects If- the 
dclenxe ntlorncy had succeeded 
In making it stick. With a .pre 
cedent ~5ct in a district court 
trial, not only Nevada, but other 
western stotcs may have had to 
overhaul their existing antelope 
protection laws quickly because 
other hunters would have tried 
the aame thing. 

Tlie Idaho department, 
usual, Is providing printed leaf* 
lets defining geographical bound- 
aries or cQcli ol the 22 controlled 
hunt units for pronghorn ante- 
lope. Conservation olflccrs wll! 
assist huntersr-Also.— (iomo-Iiind> 
holders have "nuisance" animals 
and can be expected to tell ntm- 
rods where on the range they 
usually roam. 

But wherever a shot may be 
.taken at an antelope this fall, 
■tha-huatci.£hDUl d follow-tt-up-to 
be sure whether he scorci 
or not. If so. he must do hU best 
at tracking the animal down. Just 
a little common sense and there 
will be more meat in the locker 
and fewer wasted carcasses on 
the plains,
